SCHOOL REPORT. 
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For the year ending March 1, 1885. 


To the Citizens of Dunbarton. 

GENTLEMEN: During the past year, our schools have been 
conducted with little friction and with commendable success. 

No unnecessary change has been made in_ text-books. 
The report of last year recommended the early displacement 
of Quackenbos’ History, and the introduction of Higginson’s in 
its stead. This judicious suggestion has been carried into effect. 
A well-known law requires instruction ‘in Physiology and 
Hygiene, with special reference to the effects of alcoholic 
drinks, stimulants, and narcotics upon the human system.” 
For this branch of study, the text-book styled, ‘‘The Human 
Body and Its Health,” by Professor Smith, of Dartmouth 
Medical College, has been adopted. It is expected that here- 
after, all applicants for certificates to teach, will be prepared 
for examination in this work. Meserve’s Book-keeping, and 
in writing the Duplex Copy-books,—the best in the market,— 
have received official approval. 

Occasionally, unauthorized books have been brought into 
the schools, chiefly by the scholars who have used them in 
other towns. ‘These books have been tolerated by your com- 
mittee in those cases only, in which their use would not oc- 
casion the formation of new classes, to consume unnecessarily 
the time and attention of the teachers. 


les 


In the schools in which a portion of the scholars are well 
advanced, a tendency is developed to introduce studies of an 
elevated grade, and which properly belong to academies and 
high schools. Were it apparent that the town is prepared to 
sustain instruction in these higher branches, your committee 
would gladly give them his official endorsement. But unavoid- 
ably, all academical studies increase in our schools the ex- 
isting evil of a multiplicity of classes. Besides, these higher 
studies require, for the convenience of the few, the special 
time of the teacher, the thought and energy which might prof-— 
itably be appropriated to the common branches for the benefit 
of the whole. Evidently advanced studies should be subject to 
well-regulated limitations. The only legal provision for their 
introduction is expressed in the following words: 


“The school comnultee may prescribe for any school, where 
in their judgment it shall be proper, the study of sur- 
veying, algebra, book-keeping, philosophy, chemistry, natural 
history, and physiology, or any of them, and other suitable 
studies.””’ Under this regulation, book-keeping is prescribed for 
all our schools, in which scholars are qualified to study it. 


_ Several years since, one of my official predecessors, Mr. 
Calvin Martin, reputedly a teacher of large experience, recom- 
mended the commitment of all our school affairs to a Board 
of Education. Last year, the report which was drawn by 
John B. Mills, Esq., urged the adoption of the same measure. 
In various progressive communities in New Hampshire, this. so- 


called town system has been thoroughly tried and _ preperby 


approved. It is confidently believed, that the intelligence and 
enterprise of our people, will early demand the introduction in- 
to Dunbarton of the same improved system. Among existing 


-evils which require abatement one is the obvious inequality of 


school privileges. ‘Thus the average appeimtmernts which our 
treasury pays for the education of a‘ scholar in one district, is 
six times the gunount which it pays for the education of a 
scholar in the. neighboring district. Other serious evils too 
call for reform. : 


Recently, through the co-operation of the selectmen, in- 
expensive dictionaries were procured, one for each school. 
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Ignorance of the meaning of words in lessons for readin g, 
should not hereafter be tolerated. 

The faithfulness of our teachers entitles them to our gréat-’ 
ful acknowledgements. Each has wrought a good work. No 
one has attained perfection, but each has earnestly pressed 
toward the mark, and by her efficiency and success has proved 
herself worthy of our esteem and commendation. Some of them 
are availing themselves of the advantage of our State Norma] 
school. If all could do the same, their usefulness, would un- 
doubtedly be essentially increased. But it is earnestly hoped, 
that no teacher will undervalue or neglect the more limited | 
‘bey hopeft! privilege of attending the County Institutes. A re- 
viéw of each school in particular, including comments on its 
teacher is deemed superfluous. Nor is it practicable to do it im- 
partially, for at this time of writing the Registers are not all 
recigved.
